AT THE COLUMBIAN CLUB, 
One of the Immortals.

Michael Angelo Buonarotti- 
soldier, architect, poet, painter and 
sculptor. If the Pyramids, the 
Hanging Gardens, the Jungfrau, 
and the Roman Coliseum^had been 
given as subjects to a member of 
this club with the request that 
she should write a brief sketch of 
their intimate relations to the uni¬ 
versal order and beauty, and pre¬ 
sent it in one paper before this 
critical circle of intelligent women, 
she would then have understood 
my consternation when this subject 
was assigned to me. 

Michael Angelo, alone, was said 
to be capable of treating the colos¬ 
sal, in a colossal manner. There 
is enoughjmaterial in this complex 
life to fill one entire winter with 
most interesting research, for no 
one can really know Michael An¬ 
gelo unless they know something 
of his times and his contempora¬ 
ries. I have felt, therefore, in 
facing this impossibility, that all 
I could hope to do would be to 
share with you some of the per¬ 
sonal impressions which made a 
deep groove, in a foreign exper¬ 
ience, regretting as never before, 
the diaries, photographs, and sou¬ 
venirs, now in ashes, which would 
have been material far beyond 
what my faulty memory can ren¬ 
der toward making this great per¬ 
sonality, become more familiar. 

In the darkness and storm of an 
October night, which made it diffi¬ 
cult to realize that I was in “Sun¬ 
ny Italy,” I found myself surround¬ 
ed with unfamiliar sights and 
sounds, but midst all the bewil¬ 
derment! was yet able to recognize 
that the river beneath the bridge 
I was crossing, was the “silver 
Arne” and that I was in Florence. 
The Florence of Dante, with his 
Beatrice; of Savonarola, with his 
dream of a holy city; ofDaVinci, 
Donatello, Giotto, Robbia, Raphael 
and, above all, in the Florence of 
Michael Angelo. 

Even before I had entered into 
the more intimate relations that 
careful study brings, I felt that all 
the other great names meant buc 
the measure of the stature of men, 
but that Michael Angelo was of 
heroic size, and was nearest the 
conception of what a Greek god 
might have seemed to an Athen¬ 
ian. You will not be surprised, 
therefore, to know that my first 
historical pilgrimage in Florence- 
was a search for the abode and be¬ 
longings of Michael Angelo the 
man, hoping to make his personal¬ 
ity more real before striving to 
follow his mighty flights in the 
study of his creations. 

So imagine yourselves leaving 
with me the old Italian palace in 
which we made our home, with its 
lofty rooms, roof-garden and dan¬ 
gerous drainage, descending into 
the narrow streets, not as wide as 
Boston’s Winter street, with the 
gesticulating, animated Floren¬ 
tines surging around us. We will 
cross the Arno with its many 
graceful bridges, and pausing a 
moment to gaze upon the soft out¬ 
lines of the Apennines, will let our 
eyes rest upon the noble curves of 
the great Duomo, and then follow 
the beautiful lines of Giotto’s lily- 
like Campanile, so clearly defined 
against the bine Italian sky. We 
will pass Ii Bargello, the old palace 
-that contains so many of Michael 
Angelo’s famous works, and will 
pause before Dante’s monument in 
the Piazza Santa Croce. 

At Santa Croce itself, called the 
Westminster Abbey of Florence, 
we will bait, and entering its 
grey portals, reverently stand by 
the great master’s tomb, remem¬ 
bering his pathetic wish that his 
body might lie in this spot, where 
the oft-swinging doors reveal, the. 
beauty of the vast Duomo; then on 
to Via Ghibellina, in which stands 
CasaBuonarotbi, once the home of 
Michael Angelo. 

No person with the faintest de¬ 
gree of imagination or capacity for 
hero-worship, can enter beneath 
that heavy doorway and stand 
within those walls without feeling 
the personality of its former occu¬ 
pant. Here are the rooms in which 
he lived from day to day, in which 
he walked and talked, thought and 
suffered, this man whose counter¬ 
part, the world has never seen. You 
see before you the tables and chairs 
worn smooth by his usage; the 
canes: his hands have held; the 
sword that was more than an 
ornament. You eater his study to 
gaze with wondering interest at 
his manuscripts, his architectural 
plans and drawings, looking with 
interest at even the closets and 
drawers which'hold the original 
drafts of many of his famous 
works including the sketches of the 
“Last Judgment.” You carefully 
observe the clay models of his 
great completed, figures, particular¬ 
ly noticing the one that first em¬ 
bodied the thought of his David; 

■ and find the deepest interest of all 


in fallowing his thought in Jhalf 
finished sketches, often recogniz¬ 
ing their use in some of his works, 
bat sometimes seeing that they 
were but the scribblings of a think¬ 
ing pencil, noting a passing fancy. 
These roughly executed drafts 
made one feel strangely acquainted 
with his finished creations, as 
though one had been treated with 
, marked preference, and invited 
behind the scenes. 

Upon the walls of some of the 
rooms, artists in the sixteenth cen¬ 
tury painted scenesjfrom his life, 
beginning with his childhood. 
These presentations of his develop¬ 
ing life seem to enhance'the won¬ 
derful atmosphere of”personality 
which always envelops one when 
In the environments of the vanish¬ 
ed great, whether it be in the study 
of Frederick the'Great’s Sans Souci, 
Humboldt’s study, f Savonarola’s 
cell or In Napoleon’s chamber. As I 
began the study of j his Jworks 
through the study of the man, 1 
shall try to tell you something of 
what he was, interpreting his inner 
life, through his works, leaving all 
technical ‘art-criticisms to wiser 
students, and acknowledging my¬ 
self wholly incapable of helping 
you to realize what mountain 
peaks of sublimity his great 
master-pieces are, how difficult to 
scale, and how untranslatable the 
view from their summits. 

The sun streams across the 
floors.his feet have trodden; the 
flower-girls cry their wares be¬ 
neath his windows, as of old ^Ital¬ 
ian songs are carolled in the streets 
through which he walked; the 
river flows on; but neither 
time nor seasons, nor the ebb and 
flow of human life can obliterate 
this great figure. He lives to-day, 
even among ourselves, enriching a 
continent and a 'people that he 
never knew. 

The little Michael, can we con¬ 
ceive of his ever having had a pet 
name, was sent into the country to 
be nursed by a foster-mother, as 
was the custom of wealthy Italian 
families. His foster-father was a 
stone mason, and at three years of 
age little Michael was borrowing 
chisels and making baby efforts at 
their use. In after life the great 
master declared that he received 
his first artistic direction in the 
bumble work-shop on the hillside. 
We next find him, a lad of fourteen 
playing truant in order to haunt 
the studios of the artists, and coax¬ 
ing from the busy sculptors under 
che patronage of Lorenzo, the art 
enthusiast, a block of marble, the 
use of their tools, and boldly copy¬ 
ing the jjhead of a faun. With 
characteristic originality he de¬ 
parted from the model, and his 
faun’s mouth was widened with 
elfish laughter, showing an un¬ 
broken row of teeth. Lorenzo, the 
Magnificent, in passing through 
the studio, was struck by the skill 
of the young aspirant, but laugh¬ 
ingly criticised the faun, saying 
thafif he were as old as Michael's 
conception of him, some of his 
teeth would be missing. Upon his 
next visit the faun had sustained 
the loss of several teeth, and the 
mouth had been so cleverly chang¬ 
ed to suit the altered conditions, 
that Lorenzo instantly recognized 
•the latent talent in the boy took and 
him under his own patronage, even 
under his own roof. Thus the 
naughty little boy who would not 
go tojjschool, was aided to follow 
his destiny. 

He remained with his royal 
patron for several years, in fact, 
until Lorenzo’s death, and even 
after the loss of this, so valuable a 
friend, he was still under the pat¬ 
ronage of Lorenzo’s son, whose 
chief claim to our remembrance 
lies in the story of his ordering 
Michael Angelo to make a statue 
of snow, an unpredecented fall of 
snow haying filled .the .Florentines 
with wonder. His contemporaries 
seemed to have felt that such an 
order was an indignity, but as the 
young sculptor was not yet twenty 
years of age,’a New Englander can 
easily^understand his ready sub¬ 
mission to such a command. 

Like Raphael, Michael Angelo 
did not confine his art-life to Flor¬ 
ence,'[although no other Floren¬ 
tine ever left such marks of person¬ 
ality upon the life of the city. Ithas 
-been asked who can see the famous 
bronze doors of the Baptistry with¬ 
out x'emembering that Michael 
Angelo said they might be the 
gates to Paradise; or who will ever 
cease to have a whimsical grati¬ 
tude when standing before or see¬ 
ing a picture of Donatello’s San 
Giorgio, that the master summed 
up his criticism into the one tren¬ 
chant word “March”; or can for¬ 
get before Santa Maria Novella, all 
fresh and shining as the beautiful 
church must have been in his day, 
that he called it “The Bride.” 

At twenty-four years of age he 
was in Rome, having already cre¬ 
ated a masterpiece that ranked 
him as the greatest living sculptor. 
Can yon wonder that the first hour 
I entered St, Peter’s found me be¬ 


fore La Pieta? One cannot separ¬ 
ate Michael Angelo’s works from 
his life experiences. There, before 
the infinite pathos of a dead Christ 
lying in such piteous helplessness 
across his mother’s lap, with her 
agonized face ben.ding over him, 
not speechless but voicefnl to 
every mother’s heart, one could 
seem to trace the suffering that 
must have gone on in Michael 
Angelo’s young life as he had fol¬ 
lowed Savonarola’s martyrdom to 
its terrible issue in tempest- 
tossed and sin-swept Florence- 
- To be, continued.

In any case the gospel of art for art’s 
sake is reduced to absurdity when it is ap¬ 
plied to the novel. The novel is not its 
own excuse for being. It is a picture of 
life, hut a picture that not only portrays 
but shows the significance of its subject. 
Its form is particularly, uniquely elastic, 
and it possesses epic advantages which it 
would fruitlessly forego in conforming to 
purely dramatic canons. Its art is the 
handmaid of its purpose—which is to il¬ 
lustrate the true and aggrandize the good 
as well as to express the beautiful. Like 
literature taken in the mass, it includes, 
rather than is identical with, so much of 
“art”—in the sense in which we use the 


of the year; also the head or fall, and 
whether it is dependent-tin natural condi¬ 
tions or requires the building of large 
dams.

When large 
units are desirable, -a number of such 
wheels.must be coupled together in order 
to get the required power. The speed re¬ 
quired can he raised or lowered to a cer¬ 
tain extent, depending on the size of the 
wheel. If higher speeds at low heads be 
desired for large units, many wheels must 
be operated together, requiring not only a 
great deal of room and consequently a 
larger power house, but considerable line 
shafting, gears, couplings, etc., which 
not only increase the initial cost, but in- 
'crease the cost of operation and mainte¬ 
nance of the plant, as well as introduce 
another source of inefficiency. With 
higher heads a larger -amount of power 
f-A-n be obtained from fewer and smaller 
wheels, with higher speeds and therefore 
Cheaper generating apparatus. 

;. The cost of generating apparatus for a 
given, capacity, other things remaining 
equal, is almost directly proportional to 
the speed at which it runs, and for this 
reason it is always desirable to refrain 
from too low speeds wherever possible.—

How to Utilize Odds and Ends Tliat 
- Accnnmlate In the Bread Box. 

There are hut two forms of bread 
crumbs allowable in correct cookery. 

Soft bread crumbs, at least a day old, 
are valuable for forcemeats, stuffings 
and for some other purposes. They are 
the inside crumbs of bread a day or 
two old, but not the crumbs of a hard, 
stale loaf, as some people seem to sup- 
*ose. The second form is the dried 

.nubs. Do not wait until bread fias 

. erne too stale for this purpose. Bread 
u which the liquids have turned sour, 
as they always will in time, is unfit for 
any use. 

:; Clear out crusts and all pieces of stale 
bread in the bread box at least twice a 
week for dried crumbs; break them 
up in small pieces and lay them on flat 
tins in the warming closet under the 
oven to dry. Dry them until every par¬ 
ticle of moisture has left them,, and 
then pound them with a wooden beetle, 
and sift them through a fine sieve. Put | oae Chicago s 
them away in a wooden or tin hox with 
a tight cover. 

These bread crumbs are good for pud¬ 
dings, for breading meats and for cov¬ 
ering escaloped dishes and coqnilles, 
though for the latter purpose soft bread 
crumbs are often preferred. The advan¬ 
tage of drying bread is that the liquids 
are disposed of and cannot give the 
dish in which the bread is used a stale, 
bad taste. The bread crumbs in this 
Condition will keep indefinitely if dry 
,and free from weevils.

Use bread not over three or 
four days old and still soft enough to be 
easily cut with the little ornamental 
tin cutters used for this purpose.

If you have 
no cutters, cut the bread with a sharp 
knife into three quarter inch squares. 
Dry the pieces in the oven until all 
moisture has left them and store them 
in a hox. Brown half a cupful for two 
quarts of soup. They may be dipped in 
melted butter and browned in the oven 
for sonp or merely toasted-brown,-or 
they may he fried a golden brown in 
butter.

COLD STORAGE. 

; #nly Choicest Frnit Should Be Used. 

Pears Pay Well. 

A cold storage bouse on the farm un¬ 
doubtedly, pays, but it must be run 
properly. In the first place, it must be 
on a farm where ice can be harvested 
cheaply in the winter time. During the 
winter months the work on the farm is 
so light that every farmer can spend 
several weeks or a mouth in cutting and 
storing ice, Oo-operation should be ar¬ 
ranged between half a dozen farmers of 
one neighborhood to fill each other’s 
icehouse. With ic8 plentiful, it is an 
easy matter to-keep frnits, poultry and 
other produce in cold storage, says a 
correspondent of The American Culti¬ 
vator, who adds: 

One of the best frnits for keeping in 
cold storage is pears. So far nobody has 
succeeded in raising the right sort of 
winter pear—that is, a pear equal to 
onr Bartlett or Seckel. The result is it 
pays better to keep these pears, until 
late in the fall than to sell them during 
the height of the season. Boston ice¬ 
house Seckel pears are a distinct feature 
of onr late autumn markets, and they 
sell as high as $3 and $4 per bushel box 
some seasons. This is due simply to the 
fact that a specialty is made of keeping 
these frnits in cold storage in Boston, 
and the pears are the best in the mar¬ 
ket. 

Now, any grower of these pears can 
keep his frnits just as well. The very 
choicest fruits should be selected for 
this work. Heretofore farmers Who 
have stored their pears have selected the 
common kinds for the work, becanse 
they thought it more or less an experi¬ 
ment. That does not pay. People who 
bny Bartletl and Seckel pears aronnd 
Thanksgiving and Christmas are those 
who can a fiord to pay 'the highest 
prices, and they want only the choice 
frnits. They must first be free from all 
spots or blemish, and then they must be 
kept in a condition that will make 
them attract the eye when placed on 
the stand. 

What applies to pears is equally true 
of many other frnits. Choice grades of 
fall apples kept until late will sell well, 
bnt they must be kept in cold storage, 
A cold cellar will ribt answer. Ice 
must be had to keep an even tempera¬ 
ture, and it is an even temperature that 
makes all frnits keep a long time. 

Spraying the Currant. 

Some of the red and white varieties 
of currants shed their leaves very early, 
frequently before the end of summer. 
As, in spite of this- fact, they often 
frnit well the early dropping has not 
been very generally regarded as a sign 
of disease. But some experiments which 
Professor Goff of the University of 
Wisconsin tells about seem to indicate 
that such is the case. He says: 

Some years ago the experiment was 
made at onr station of spraying currant 
bushes w’ith the bordeanx mixture and 
ammoniacal copper carbonate solution 
in early spring, and the applications 
were repeats! at intervals until June 1. 
The result showed that the sprayed 
bushes retained their foliage consider¬ 
ably longer than those not sprayed, bnt

the frnit was so badly soiled that the 
treatment was not considered practica¬ 
ble, and so it was abandoned. 

The past Feason the experiment was 
made of a single spraying with bor¬ 
deanx mixture after the harvesting of 
the frnit, and the result was striking, 
as appears from tbeaeeompanying illus¬ 
tration of two plants in the same row, 
the left one of which received the 
spraying, while the right one was not 
sprayed. 

The early dropping of the leaves of 
the red and white currant is due to the 
attack of a fnngus, Septoria ribes, and 
our experiment the past season seems to 
show that this disease may be very 
largely prevented by spraying the bushes 
after the fruit is harvested. The prema¬ 
ture dropping of the leaves reduces the 
vigor of the plant, and doubtless tends 
to the production of inferior frnit. 

Bose* In Winter. 

Hybrid perpetual and other roses 
which are liable to have their wood in¬ 
jured should be strawed or buried a 
few inches underground, Bnt ever 
blooming ones are none the worse for 
being partly frozen down, as it acts as 
a needful pruning. So, if a covering i f 
leaves be placed about the base, ke;t 
there by a spadeful or two. of soil, it 
secures the life of several inches of 
growth, which is sufficient, says Joseph’ 
Meehan in Gardening. 

Flower Notea. 

Fine results in growing cuttings of 
the Oyperus alternifoiius (umbrella 
plant) are reported from the Kansas 
station. 

The Japanese snowball is one of the 
most perfect shrubs that have been add¬ 
ed to our lawns for many years. The 
bush is entirely clean and very pretty. 
The bunches of flowers are smaller than 
those on Opnlns, bnt the color is clean 
and clear, and the flowers persist for 
two or three weeks, says E. P. Powell 
in The Farm and Fireside. 

Browallia speciosa major, a novelty 
first offered this season, has received 
good mention as an acquisition to green¬ 
house flowering plants. 

Whale oil soap is recommended for 
soale on roses. 


The Advantages of Thinning Frnit. 

The advantages claimed for thinning 
orchard fruits are about as follows: 
Thinning increases the size of fruit, 
gives it more color and batter flavor. It 
diminishes the amount of worthless 
frnit, windfalls, etc., increases the 
amount of No. 1 fruit, and in some cases 
increases the total yield. It lessens the 
amount of rot, especially in the case of 
peaches and plums, since the diseases 
can spread less easily where the fruits 
do not touch each other. Thinning also 
tends to keep injurious insects iu check, 
as care is taken to remove the infested 
frnit. It is also probable that the pro¬ 
duction of large quanti ties of inferior or 
worthless fruit weakens the vitality of 
trees so much that it tabes considerable 
time for them to recover. 

How to Make Bean Rarebit. 

Melt in saucepan or chafing dish two 
tahlespoonfuls of butter. Add one 
half teaspoonful of salt, one-fourth tea- 
spoopful of paprika and one cup of cold 
sifted baked beans. When the mixture 
is heated through, add one-half enp of 
milk, and when well mixed two-thirds 
of a cup of soft cheese, cut fine, and a 
scant teaspoonful of Worcestershire 
sauce. Stir until the cheese is melted. 
Then serve on crackers.

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FORAGE CROPS. 

Interesting' Experiments Reported 

l>y the Slew Jersey Station. 

Oats and peas are one of the most use- 
fnl forage corps for early summer feed¬ 
ing, They do not; grow well after the 
hot, dry weather of summer; heDce they 
should be seeded as early as possible in 
spring in order,that the crop, which re¬ 
quires about two months for growth, 
may be harvested before the hot season. 
Tbe crop is better adapted for mellow, 
loamy soils than for light, sandy soils, 
though good crops may be produced on 
the latter if seeded early. On good soils 
two bushels each of peas and oats per 
acre are better than a smaller quantity. 
The peas may be sown immediately 
after plowing, while the land is still 
rough, and then harrowed or plowed 
shallow to insure a good depth of seed. 
The land should then be thoroughly 
prepared for the oats, which may be 
sown and oovered by the ordinary meth¬ 
ods. 

The crop will be ready to feed about- 
two months after seeding, provided the 
season is favorable; hence its feeding 
may follow immediately after crimson 
clover, or early in June. Like the clo¬ 
vers, it may be used to advantage with¬ 
out the addition of feeds. The yields 
from this crop average from seven to 
eight tons per acre, though varying ac¬ 
cording to the character of the season?-. 
Dry weather in May, aft during the past 
season, seriously interferes with its 
growth. A study of the chief varieties 
of field peas in 1897 indicated that the 
‘Prussian Blue, the Mummy, the Green 
Field and the Green Scotch were all de¬ 
sirable varieties for conditions in cen¬ 
tral New Jersey, though the yields ob¬ 
tained were not large, as they were not 
heavily seeded, in order to give a better 
opportunity to study their manner of 
growth. These various varieties are, 
however, sold under the general name 
of “Canada field pea” and can be ob¬ 
tained from most dealers. Other varie¬ 
ties, as the Black Eyed Marrowfat, Can¬ 
ada Beauty, Golden Vine and White 
Eyed Marrowfat were also grown. 
These did not show so large a yield, 
though they matured earlier than the 
others. The composition of the different 
varieties does not vary widely. Some 
general suggestions made by the station 
are: 

First.—The forage crops that have 
been found well adapted for completing 
soiling systems are rye, crimson clover, 
red clover, oats and peas, corn, cow- 
peas, soy beans, Japanese millets and 
barley and peas. 

Second.—Of these -crops rye, corn, 
crimson clover, oats and peas and the 
millets furnish food more economically 
than the others. 

Third.—In the forage rotation system 
now in use one acre produced in one 
year sufficient roughage to provide the 
necessary amount for an equivalent of 
3 cows for six months. • 

Fourth.—An intensive system of soil¬ 
ing crops is exhaustive of tho fertility 
elements. The practice should be ac¬ 
companied by a liberal annual applica¬ 
tion of manures and fertilizers. 

Fifth.—Complete soiling is entirely 
practicable—that is, green forage crops 
may serve as the sole food of a dairy 
herd without injury to tho animals 
and at a considerable saving'in the cost 
of the milk. 

Sixth. — Where complete soiling is 
not practicable it will pay to grow for¬ 
age crops to supplement pasturage dur¬ 
ing drought or shortage due to other 
causes, and thus provide a sufficient and 
continuous supply of food from the farm. 

Hilling: Corn. 

After careful experiment, we believe 
that hilling is injurious to corn. We 
have proved to our entire satisfaction 
that which is hilled will blow down 
more readily than that which has level 
culture. This can be accounted for by 
tbe fact that corn roots run very near 
the surface and when hills are made 
they are largely confined to the small 
space covered by the hill; while in 
level culture the roots run from one 
row to the other, thus enabling the corn 
to stand strong, as nature intended, and 
in no way liable to be blown down ex¬ 
cept by winds of unusual violence.— 
Ohio Fanner. 

Agricultural Brevities. 

The secretary of agriculture in bis 
last, report enlarges upon the need of 
nature teaching in the common schools. 
He says that more knowledge by the 
farmer o'f what he deals with every day 
would enable him to control conditions, 
produce more from an acre, and con¬ 
tribute more to tbe general welfare. 

Many states are interested in the 
heredity, flavoring and fermentation of 
tobacco, and jibe department of agricul¬ 
ture has these features under research. 
Tbe division of soils 13 getting facts in 
regard to irrigation for the benefit of 
farmers in the mountain states who are 
making their- lands sterile by using too- 
much water. 

In growing lettuce under glass the 
rot caused by a fungus that attacks the 
plant near the roots often results iu loss 
from a crop which would otherwise 
prove profitable. At tbe Massachusetts 
station the only remedy found effective 
is to spread earth that has been steril¬ 
ized by heat around the plants and over 
the surface of the beds. 

In emergency sugar may be used as a 
substitute, but bees wintered entirely 
on sugar will not accomplish as much 
the next season as those wintered on 
good honey, says a German apiarian. 
Honey, and good honey at that, is and 
always will be the most natural and 
the best food for bees. 

Although the potato is classed as a 
“potash plant” because of its large per¬ 
centage of potash, very liberal applica¬ 
tions of that element have repeatedly 
been shown to be injurious rather than 
beneficial, according to Rhode Island 
station authorities, while many in¬ 
stances could be cited of the marked- 
beneficial effect of applications of solu¬ 
ble phosphoric acid. 


How to Malic Infant Pood. 

Egg albumen, a few selected cereals, 
some milk sugar and a littlo butter fat 
thoroughly mixed and skillfully com¬ 
bined will when added to cow’s milk 
make the best substitute infant food I 
known, as well as a very palatable and 
nourishing diet for invalids and. con¬ 
valescents. Tbe good results following 
its use thoroughly ^substantiate its 
claims. 

How to Care Chilblains. 

To cure an ordinary case of chilblains 
take a piece of lemon, sprinkle fine salt 
over it and rnb tbe feet well. A sure 
cure for broken chilblains is tbe follow¬ 
ing: Take a quarter of a pint of oil of 
sweet almonds, one once of Venice tur¬ 
pentine, three ounces of lanoline and 
one ounce of beeswax cut into shreds. 
Melt all together in a white ware pot- 
.and then pnt aside to cool, stirring oc¬ 
casionally to prevent the preparation 
from becoming too hard. Spread this 
ointment on lint and keep the chilblains 
covered with it at night and as much 
of the day as is practicable.
